DOWIE ABANDONS ; 


FIGHT FOR POWER 


Deposed Leader Practically 


Surrenders to Voliva and 
May NeverReturn to 
Zion City. 


WILL LIVE IN MEXICO. 


Consents to Have Only Enough 
for Necessary Expenses; He | 
Wants Some Ecelesias- 
tical Authority, 


Catholic church of Zion, has practically sur- 
rendered to Voliva. He may never go back 
to Ziom City. He is expected to retire to 
Mexico to spend the remainder of his days. 


After a long conference with his attorney, 


Emil C. Wetten, last night the founder of 
Zion practically agreed to the terms of an 
amicable settlement with the rebellious ones 
at Zion City that would avoid litigation and 
permit the first apostle to retire from the 
scene of battle with “ honorable peace.“ 


The terms of that settlement have not taken 


formal shape, but in the main they leave the 


“ first apostle shorn of power. It is under- 
stood he will be content with just a living” 


from now on. 

Dowle’s counsel still seeks to gain for him 
some show of his old time authority. Shadow 
rather than substance is the thing that is 
sought. 


Program for Settlement. 


The program, as indicated by the attorney, 


1 in general as follows: 

Dowie to return south and not to attempt to 
eter Zion City. 

An income sufficient to keep him in comfort in 
his retirement to be provided by Zion. 


Control of all financial affaire to remain un- 


challenged in the hands of the Voliva forces, | 
who guarantee the full payment of all credi- 
tors and stockholders. 

Settlement of ecclesiastical questions net 
reached; Dowie seeking to have some board cre- 
ated of which he will be the nominal, honorary, and 
long range head. 

Some of the earlier plait of the day, how- 
ever, were not for peace. P. C. Haley, Mr. 
Wetten’s associate, held a long conference 
with the “apostle” relative to legal steps 
which may be taken. It the settlement con- 
templated is not made and ratified, a bill in 
chancery, possibly, will be filed, asking that 
the court set aside as fraudulent and illegal 
the transfer of Zion property to Deacon 
Granger. This, it is understood, will be un- 
dertaken only as a last recourse. 

Dowie remained in his apartments at the 
Auditorium Annex all day. A house detec- 
tive was stationed in the corridor to chase 
away crowds, but no crowds came to annoy 

leader. 


Statement of Dowie’s Attorney. 

At the conclusion of a three hours’ con- 
ference with his client last night at the Audi 
torilum Annex, Attorney Wetten said: 

“I believe that the controversy between 
Dr. Dowie and the members of his church 
who have rallied to the support of Mr. vo- 
liva will be adjusted amicably. 
agreed fully by both sides that we do not 
want litigation. The terms of the adjust 
ment have not taken definite form. I can 
say, however, that Dr. Dowie does not care 
to assume the financial control of the in- 
dustries of Zion City. They always have 
been of secondary consideration with him. 
I have met Mr. Voliva and his officers to- 
day and we have found that we can meet on 
common grounds.“ 

„Wil Dr. Dowie consider any proposition 
for an amicable adjustment that will per- 
mit Voliva to remain in control?“ 

Mr. Wetten fenced a little on this proposi- 
tion. His manner implied that Dr. Dowie 
would submit even to Voliva. 


Dowie’s Main Consideration. 

“The primary consideration with Dr. 
Dowie,“ said he, has been that all creditors 
and stockholders should bepaidinfull. That 
has been guaranteed. As to the eccleesi- 


astical part of the question that is a matter 


that I have not gone into. I cannot say 
whether Dr. Dowie will retain the title of 
first apostle or who will be at the head of the 
church in the future.“ 

He admitted, however, that the head of the 
church and the head of the financial depart- 
ment should be connected, which is taken 
as an admission that Voliva will remain what 
he is now, Dr. Dowie's successor. 

Is it true?’ Mr. Wetten was asked, that 
Dr. Dowie will never again return to Zion 
City.“ 

„Ass to that,“ was the reply, I cannot say. 
His health is much better in the south. It 
must be remembered that he did not come 
here of his own choice but because of con- 
ditions. I believe that he would be glad to 
return to the south until his health is bet- 
ter.” 

„How does Dr. Dowie accept the situa- 
tion?“ 

„Dr. Dowie always has been desirous of 
avoiding litigation,’’ was the reply. 

In this connection Mr. Wetten said that 
the charges against Dr. Dowie’s character 
were founded on nothing but gossip and 
could not be substantiated in court. 


Conference Lasts for Hours. 

The conference between the attorney and 
Dr. Dowie took place in the suite occupied by 
the first apostle, K 5, 6, 7, at the Auditorium 
Annex. It began at 7:80 o'clock, shortly after 
Mr. Wetten returned from Zion City, where 
he had been in conference the entire after- 
noon with the Voliva forces. It lasted until 
nearly midnight. 

The conference was attended by Deacons 
Lewis and Peters, who came up from Mexico 
with the first apostle, and Overseer A. E. 
Arrington of the St. Louis branch of the 
church. These three were practically the 
only officers of any prominence who had re- 
mained loyal to the fallen leader. Lieut. Col. 
Morris of the Zion City guards, who was 
without an office under the new régime, was 
in the suite, but did not attend the council. 
J. G. Sprecher, formerly private secretary of 
the first apostie, came down in the elevator 
about 10 o'clock. Judging by his manner, he 
was much distressed. Just before Mr. Wet- 
ten came out Deacon Lewis emerged. His 
face Ukewise betrayed his deep emotion. 

The first apostie would not see any one after 
the conference was concluded. During it he 
appeared much distressed. Once he was 
seized with a violent fit of coughing. One of 
his followers thereupon expressed the belief 
that the first apostle would not live long 
unless he immediately returned south. 


Wetten’s Trip to Zion City. 
Attorney Wetten went to Zion City early 
in the day. He wished to secure Mforma- 
tion from Voliva and from Deacon Granger,

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NAPLES FEARS PAMINE RIOT. 


Vesuvius Throws City in State of 
Frenzied Terror. 


Voleano Less Active but Ashes Still 


Falling in Clouds. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

NAPLES, April 11.—Naples tonight is in 
complete darkness, and the panic is Increas- 
ing hourly. Ashes from Vesuvius cover the 
city to a depth of four inches and are still 
falling, although in diminished quantity. 

Martial law ie likely to be declared. The 
Neapolitans are in a state of frenzied panic. 
Manufactories and shops are shut down and 
cafés, theaters, and all places of amusement 
closed. The crowds are in a mood for any 
excess. 7 

Already there have been threatening dem- 
onstrations. The city, consequently, has 
been divided into four districts, each com- 
manded by a general. Troops under arms 
are held at all the principal squares. 


Famine Adds to Horror. 

To the horrors of the devastation wrought 
by the voleano is now added the ménace of 
famine. Already there are héearly 200,000 
refugees in Naples. Thougands ere arriving 
daily to swell the numbers in the already 
overcrowded city. 

The problem of housing and feeding 200,000 
refugees is the gravest feature of the situa- 
tion. Already the distress is appalllng. Re- 
lief work will have to be organized on a vast 
scale, 

King Victor Emmanuet returned here this 
evening and, with Premier Sonnino, who ar- 
rived earlier in the day, assumed personal 
direction of the relief work. 

The king at once ordered the royal palaces 
of San Ferdinando and Cappodimonte 
thrown open to the webe and wounded 


refugees. 
Worst Believed to Be Over. 

It is believed that the worst of the voleano’s 
energy has been exhausted, Tonight the fall 
of volcano ash has diminished, and scientists 
express the opinion that the vaicano has 
spent itself. All the papers tonight advise 
the public to be calm, pointing out the im- 
proved condition of affairs. 

Prof. Mattucci, who has gone back to the 
ruined observatory at Mount Vesuvius, tel- 

egraphs from there as follows: 

“ Thesituation of myself and the carbineers 
in the observatory was grave throughout the 
night. Up to 8 o'clock this morning the 
observatory was enveloped in dense showers 
of sand, but the volcano is now calmer. The 
seismic instruments show quieter recorde 
than yesterday. If my words could influence 
the population they would be words of en- 
eouragement and sympathy, for I am most 
confident that Vesuvius will soon return to 
ite normal conditions.” 


Situation Still Alarming. 

Yet, in spite of these reassuring conditions, 
the situation is alarming enough to excite 
keen apprehension. From all quarters come 
reports of the accumulation of ashes, the 
flight of the terror stricken inhabitants of 
towns and villages, the collapse of buildings, 
the insufficiency of the relief measures, hun- 
ger, and discouragement. It is no longer 
possible to reach the points which have suf- 
fered moet severely. Even the soldiers de- 
tailed to guard the ruins at Ottajano have 
been recalled and the town has been left to 
ite fate. Its houses continue to fall and the 
Villages in its neighborhood are nothing but 
ruins. The number of dead can only be 
guessed at, but it is feared 300 would be a low 


‘Torre Del Greco, Sarno, and San Gennaro 
have been evacuated and Portici, Ciricello, 
Poggio, and Morino are practically unin- 
habitable In the road near Torre del Greco 
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} three persons ware found dead from suffeca- 
tion. 

At San Guiseppe the ashes and sand are 
over four feet deep. 

The village of San Gennaro has been par- 
tially buried in sand and ashes, several 
houses have fallen. At that place per- 
sons were killed 

people whe remained at 8 
mata are in danger of perishing from starva- 
tion, all the shops having been closed. 

The town of Somma is reported to have 
been partly destroyed. Four churches and 
fifty houses are said to have collapsed here 
under the weight of ashes and sand. Many 
persons are said to have been killed. The 
report has not been verified. 

The loss to property by the volcanic out- 
break is estimated at $20,000,000. 


Catastrophe Is Widespread. 

So widespread is the catastrophe that it 
is estimated it will require an organized 
body of 100,000 men and the expenditure of 
many millions of dollars to rase houses 
made unsafe for habitation by the accumula- 
tion of ashes and cinders on the roofs, erect 
temporary huts of refuge for the thousands 
who have fied from their homes, clear the 
roofs of buildings that may yet be saved, 
and extricate from the ruins of fallen struc- 
tures and bury the dead. 

Barly in the day a rumor gained credence 
that the town of Sarno, ten miles east of 
Vesuvius, had been buried under an ava- 
lanche of ashes, but later it was proven 
false. Not only is the town with its 8,000 
inhabitants safe, but it is caring for 5,000 
refugees. 

As Seen by an American. 

Robert Underwood Johnson, associate 
editor of the Century magazine, who has 
been an eye witness of the events here the 
last few days, said today: 

“Before the interruption I took a train 
for Torre Annunziata. On arriving at Torre 
del Greco the heavens seemed to open and 
we were soon half buried in ashes and hot 
cinders. The train drew up in total dark- 
ness, relieved only by lightning fashes. 
Thus we waited events. Soon the darkness 
took purple and yellow tinges, the detona- 
tions became louder than the loudest thunder 
clap, and the ashes burned our eyes. 


Recalls Dante’s Inferno.“ 

„It was a perfect picture of Dante's inter- 
no. The train could mot proceed, go thick 
were the ashes on the track, and just at this 
point the train broke in half, and the poor 
women fugitives, thinking they were about to 
lose their lives, began to chant Ntanies for 
the dead, giving a last weird touch to the 
infernal scene. N. 

„ Carbineers came to our rescue and pro- 
posed to take us to the sea. We then found we 
were on a bridge, with the sea on one side 
and Torre Del Greco on the other hand. In 
the darkness we descended, hand in hand, 
forming a human rope, and a false step would 
have meant death. The port was so choked 
with ashes that small boats could not navi- 
gate. 

„ Wearily we trudged back to the station, 
to find there was no prospect of another train. 
We had then been five hours in that plight, 
go, seeing that heroic measures were neces- 
sary, with a companion, I trudged miles in 
two or three feet of ashes to Portici, where 
finally we found a cab which brought us to 


Naples.”

If this cannot be done, then um- 
mediate steps should be taken to construct an 
entirely new system, either upon the lines of 
the so-called ‘contract plan’ or by direct 
contract with a construction and equipment 
company, which might operate until the sys- 
tem has been paid for by the proceeds of cer- 
tificates or out of the profits turned into a 
sinking fund. In this connection it should 
be noted that on the north side the present 
companies, under the decision of the federal 
Supreme court, are practically trespassers 
upon the public streets. It should be remem- 
bered also that the way always lies open to 
us to secure municipalization through con- 
demnation proceedings in the courts. 

** While the test in the courts is under way 
I may ask that your honorable body take 
steps toward putting into operation the con- 
tract plan,’ which I outlined in my message 
of July 5, 1905, or some similar plan, for the 
taking over of the street car lines. I com- 
mend this plan because of its manifest su- 
periority as a means of accomplishing the 
object with which we are charged—namely: 
the earliest possible installation of good serv- 
ice and the establishment of municipal own- 
ership of the entire street railway system of 
Chicago by construction, purchase, or con- 
demnation. 

Because of the condition of our traction 
lines, reduced to the lowest level of bad serv- 
ice under the system of private ownership 
which has prevailed, every element of delay 
in rehabilitation should be avoided as far as 
possible with due regard for the street rail- 
way policy which the people have demanded 
and the enabling terms of the Mueller law.“

High school fraternities, already the cause 
of turmoil among pupils of the Chicago 
schools, were the subject of a proposed death 
blow at the meeting of the board of educa- 
tion last evening. 

A lively discussion followed mention of the 
fraternities. Friends and enemies of the or- 
ganizations, which failed in their attempt 
to enforce their rights by law, voleed 
their opinions of the position of the board in 
a positive: manner. 

As chairman of the school management 
committee, Miss Jane Addams opened the 
discussion by recommending that the rule 
which prohibits any member of a fraternity 
becoming a member of the school athietic 
organization be strictly enforced. 


Opposes Athletio’s Rule. 

“I believe this is doing a great injustice to 
members of these organizations who have 
affiliated themselves in many cases, with the 
consent of their parents, exclaimed the Rev. 
R. A. White, springing to his feet. I, for 
one, will net vote for the enforcing of that 
rule. 

Then W. A. Kuflewski took up the fight 
against the fraternities and declared there 
were many things which proved that these 
organizations were a menace to the intellect 
and morals of high school pupils. 

“I do not care to go into an old case, but I 
know of one boy who was shot directly asthe 
result of the operations of two fraternities 
which decided on ‘ putting him out of busi- 
ness,’ he said. 

Trustee Duddleston took an opposite view, 
declaring the pupils of high schools had as 
much right to join their own societies as did a 
man to belong to fraternal order. The matter 
rests as before and will be considered at the 
next meeting of the board. 


Debate Nearly Personal. 


During a discussion over hiring a horticul- 
turist for the grounds at the normal school 
between Dr. White and P. Shelly O’ Ryan their 
comments at times bordered on the personal. 

The matter was permitted to go over for a 
two weeks’ investigation, as was first sug- 
gested. 

Following the recommendation of the 
Woman's Outdoor Art league the board reo- 
ommended that pupils of the eighth grades 
of many schools of the south side be per- 
mitted to leave school for an hour on Friday, 
April 20, to celebrate Arbor day in the small 
parke. The south park board will furnish 
plants and small trees which will be set out 
by the school children under the direction of 
members of the art league. 


STUDENTS EARN A BIG SUM. 


University of Chicago Pupils Pay 
Their Way Through School 
with Wages. 


More than $137,000 is received annually by 
students earning a part or all of their way 
through the University of Chicago, accord- 
ing to a bulletin just issued by the university. 

The work is divided as follows: Fellow- 
ships, $24,200; scholarships and prises, 
$35,000; university service, $14,050; other 
service in the university, $10,000; students’ 
fund society, $8,000; outside employment, 
$50,000, making a total of $187,150. 

Work obtained during the autumn quarter, 
1905, through the university employment 
bureau, was as follows: 

Work for room and board, 20 students, wages, 
$888. | 

Work for board, 35 students, wages $1,289. 

Work in postoffice, 24 students, wages, $2,924.50. 

Work in department stores, 125 students, wages 
$3,668. 

Work for newspapers, 11 students, wages $561. 

Work for telephone company, 10 students, wages 
$1,007.40. 

In addition ta these positions many odd 
jobs, as clerical work, typewriting, house- 
work, tutoring, collecting, and canvassing, 
were secured.

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BARTZEN MAY BR CALLED’ 


MERIT BOARD WILL ASK EXPLA- 
NATION OF COMMISSIONER. 


Reasons for Suspension of Architect 
Lonsdale Green to Be Demanded of 
Building Department Head — A. F. 
Hughes, Who Is Kept in Other 
Man's Piacé, Is a Politician Who 
Has Allied Himself with Ward Af- 
fairs im the Mayor's Interest. 


While peace apparently brooded yesterday 
over the fourth floor of the city hall where 
Building Commissioner Bartzen and Presi- 
dent Errant of the civil service commission 
bad their clash on Tuesday, all signs are 
favorable for a storm tomorrow. 

At that time the commission will take 
up for formal consideration Bartsen's action 
in suspending for thirty days without charges 
Architect Lonsdale Green, who had been 
regularly certified for deputy building com- 
missioner. 

This position, which pays $4,000 a year, is 
regarded as the most important civil service 
place in the city hall as it carries with 1: 
the immediate supervision over the plans of 
all the buildings erected in Chieaga. Last 
year the new buildings cost $64,000,000, while 
this year’s boom is expected to push it sev- 
eral millions higher. 

Politician for the Place. 

Andrew F. Hughes, now acting ’’ deputy 
commissioner, whom Bartzen is keeping in 
that place, Is a politician. In conjunction 
with City Collector Traeger he recently has 
assumed a kindly care over the mayor's in- 
tereets in the Thirty-first ward. 

Hils unfitness for the place was demon- 
strated in the clvil service test, which he 
failed to pass, receiving a grade of 40 in 
mathematics and 30 tn his practical handling 
of plans containing hidden violatione of the 
city code. Penmanship and spelling brought 
his general average up to 60.89, as compared 
with the 98.82 secured by the winner. 

Hughes is said to have persuaded Bartzen, 
who is largely unfamillar with his record, 
that a little rough work” with Green, the 
new appointee, will discourage the latter 
from seeking the post. The other two eligi- 
bles have announced their determination to 
stick to private life, so that a new examina- 
tion would be necessary. 


Hughes Suspended Last Summer. 

Hughes’ proclivity for mixing politics with 
his official duties cost him a suspension for 
thirty days last summer under Commissioner 
George Williams. He was mter- 
cepting and pocketing orders which Will- 
jams sent out to various contractors with 
whom Hughes was friendly. 

Bartzen’s former colleagues in the Builders’ 
association and other organizations interest- 
ed in the efficiency and square dealing 
of the department are said to be taking steps 
to present their side of the case to the civil 
service commission.

“I never before met Mr. Voliva, and I never 
had been in Zion City. I had a short talk 
with Mr. Granger. Then Mr. Voliva wanted 
to see me. We had a long talk. The other 
deacons came in. They told me a good deal 
about the financial institutions. They said 
the lace factory was on a stronger financial 
footing than ever before in its history, and 
that the general Stores did a record breaking 
business last Saturday. 

“It was a friendly conference. I have 
nothing against these men. They all appear 
to be capable, and, as I said before, I don't 
see why the whole controversy can’t be 
adjusted amicably.”’ 


Voliva Will Say Nothing. 

Overseer Voliva and his cabinet individ- 
ually refused to make any statement further 
than that there had been a conference, One 
enthusiast who had heard Mr. Wetten’s re- 
marks said to Deacon Speicher: 

„Well, this looks as though Zion's troubles 
with Dowie were about over.“ 

J am not so sure,“ responded Mr. Speich- 
er. We are by no means egatisfied.’’. 

It is a question how far Dowie had author- 
ized the settlement plan. The “ apostle” 
was bent on going to Zion City during the 
day and had his robes as first apostle cleaned 
and pressed, but was dissuaded from making 
any such move until his attorneys _ out 
the land. 


Voliva Addresses Evening Meeting. 

Although Voliva did not mention the sub- 
ject of Attorney Wetten's visit at the evening 
meeting in the Zion City tabernacle, his an- 
nouncement that a special meeting probably 
will be called this evening aroused the ex- 
pectation that developments will be made 
public today. 

About 3,000 persons attended the meeting, 
which was the usual midweek service, and 
cheered Voliva’s declaration that “not an 
iota of ground will be surrendered to Dowie,” 
voicing again by a unanimous vote their de- 
termination to make, if necessary, a bitter 
fight to the end.” 

The new leader of Zion alluded to the state- 
ment given out by the Dowie following dur- 
ing the afternoon as a “ tremendous declara- 
tion of independence, an emancipation proc- 
lamation,”’ and tore it to pieces with sar- 
castic comments. He referred to the state- 
ment that “‘hundrede of telegrame were 
being received as an old line of fabrica- 
tion, in which one or two messages were mag- 
nified to represent the whole world,” and he 
characterized the whole statement as “an 
abominable lie, signed by infernal Hars.” 

Calls Deacon a “Wicked Liar.“ 

Taking up the names of the signers, he 
asked the prayers of the members for Deacon 
John A. Lewis, and called Deacon James F. 
Peters a wicked liar.’’ He said: 

“In pursuance of the policy of open dealing 
with the people, I want to tell you that our 
plan of economy has led us to inform J. Pet- 
ers that he is no longer needed in Zion City. 
He is removed as head of the transportation 
department, where he was guilty of deceit 
and dishonesty. Also E. A. Ogden is dis- 
charged from his place at the planing mills 
and further to reduce expenses J. L. Ogden’s 
services have been dispensed with. 

Already there has come a sign that Dowie 
is weakening. Last Sunday he sent a tele- 
gram saying he would be here Tuesday and 
he has not come. There are good reasons 
for his staying in Chicago, but there is no 
excuse for his living at the Auditorium 
Annex, where his expenses are, as nearly as 
we can estimate, $75 a day, living like a king, 
while there are thousands suffering from 
want because of the money. he has spent by 
his extravagances. 


Dowie’s Case a Sad One. 


People are asking why we don't give him 
a hearing.

* Dr. W. K. Jaques, who formerly was city 
4 bacteriologist, last night accused the United 
States government of contributing to those 
“lax conditions which are alleged by 
pton Sinclair in The Jungle to exist at 
s stockyards. 
In a paper delivered before the Chicago 
Medical society Dr. Jaques declared that 
under the present rules of meat inspection 
meat infected with tuberculosis germs can 
easily be passed into the public supply. 
„No better method could be devised for 
breaking down an animal's resistance to 
tuberculous bacilli than the experience 
through which it passes in coming from the 
farm to the stockyards,“ he said. 


Public Ignorant of Conditions. 

“The only excuse that can be given for the 
present stamdard of government inspection 
is ignorance.on the part of the public and the 
medical profession as to actual conditions, 
The slaughtering of domestic animals is re- 
pugnant and brutalizing and is avoided by 
all who are not actually engaged in the work. 

“The whole industry is thus walled in by 
the general aversion. 


Animals Deprived of Care. 

“Consider the experience through which 
an animakppasses in coming to the stock- 
yards. It is crowded into a stock car and 
exposed to the weather. The law permits it 
to be left without food or water for twenty- 
four hours. 

„Then it reaches the stockyards and at last 
the killing takes place.” 

Asked about the pure food bil, Dr. Jaques 
said he did not believe methods of govern- 
ment inspection would be affected by it.

WRANGLE OVER HANLY STIRS 
STATE CONVENTION. - 


Republican Delegates Divided as te 
Degree of indorsement to Be Gives 
Governor — Committee on Resolu- 
tions Cuts Out Approval of House- 
cleaning’’ Reeord of Executive 
Latter Makes Impassioned Appeal 
That Policy Be Upheld. 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 11.— [Special ]}— 
The feature of the opening day of the repub- 
lican state convention was a clash in the 
reaclutions committee over the degree of 
indorsement to be given Gov. Hanly. The 
committee, after a long wrangle. refused to 
indorse the house cleaning policy ot the 
governor. A bitter fight may be precipitated 
in the convention when the resolutions are 
reported tomorrow. : 

The “house cleaning policy " referred to 
the governor's demanding the resignations 
of Secretary. of State Storms and Auditor 
of. State David E. Sherrick. Mr. Sherrick 
ig now in the penitentiary. 

The committee. also eliminated from the 


Original Graft of the platform the following: 


“ Nevar.in the history of Indiana has the 
law deen so thorough'y vindicated or en- 
forced, and never have the rights of all the 
people been so carefully protected.“ 


‘Hanly Appeals to Delegates. 
Gov. Hanly early was apprised of the oppo- 
sition that had developed in the committee 
and after he had delivered his typewritten 
speech, he laid it aside and made a per- 
sonal appeal to the delegates to sustain him. 
He said he understood there was opposition to 
some of the planks that had been drafted and 
submitted to the committee on resolutions 
and declared that if indorsement was with- 
held from the recommendations the demo- 
crats would have an opening which they 
would be sure to lay hold of, but if the recom- 
mendations were incorporated in the plat- 
form there would be no ground on which te 
democrats could stand. 

The governor's appeal was impassioned and 
many of the delegates replied that they 
would force the recommendations if the com- 
mittee did not report them. It is expected 
that there will be a big fight in the convention 
tomorrow, but members of the committee are 
still trying to get together and save a wrangle 
in the convention. 

The convention tomorrow will nominate 
state officers, excépt candidates for goy- 
ernor, lieutenant governor, and Peporter of 
the Supreme court. 

A strong plea for revision of the tariff on 
certain articles was made by Temporary 
Chairman Brick. Senator Beveridge eulo- 
gized President Roosevelt, and Gov. Hanly 
improved the opportunity presented to in- 
dorse his own administration and pledge 
himself unequivocally to the continuation of 
reforms which he has inaugurated. 

Platform Indorses Roosevelt. 

The platform, as modified, will be pre- 
sented to the convention tomorrow. Pres- 
dent. Roosevelt's administration was in- 
dorsed in the following plank: 

„We approve and applaud the adminis- 
tration of President Roosevelt. From the 
first it has been one of the most notable in 
American history. During his administra- 
tion and upon his initiative the department 
of commerce and labor has been estab- 
lished, the law to prevent railroad rebates 
enacted, legislation of the Panama canal 
and other legislation for the lasting benefit of 
the whole people enacted; while President 
Roosevelt's enforcement of the laws against 
the trusts has not only lessened lawbreak- 
ings but aided the widespread movement for 
law enforcement throughout the whole na- 
tion.“ 


FOUR HOUR TRIP IN BALLOON; 
PARTY LANDS INA MEADOW. 


Dr. J. P. Thomas and Wife of New York, 
with Aeronaut, Voyage from Pitts- 
field, Mass., to Somersville, Cenn. 


Somersville. Conn., April 11.—Dr. Jullan P. 
Thomas and wife of New York City and 
Charles Levee, a professional aeronaut, who 
started from Pittsfield, Maes., at 2:15 p. m. 
today in a balloon, landed about two miles 
southeast of this place on the farm of B. 
F. Kinney at 6:30 this evening. The land- 
ing was made easily in meadowland. 

The party of three made their way to the 
farmhouse and later in the evening were 
driven to Somersville by Mr. Kinney, where 
they took the trolley for Springfield on their 
way pack to Pittsfield. The balloon is to be 
shipped back to the starting point tomorrow, 

In the course of the journey the balloon 
paseed over Springfield, East Windham, 
Thompsonville, Ellington, And clreled around 
in this vicinity for some time before a land- 
ing was made. This was the-first of a series 
of amateur ascenslons to be started from 
Pittsfield, and the participants, although not 
inclined to talk much about the trip, de- 
elared that they regarded it as successful.

Mr. Bailey's real name was James A. Me- 
Ginnis, and he was born in Detroit, Mich, 
He assumed the name of Bailey because of 
hig first agsoclations with the well: known 
showman of that name. He Raves a widow, 
who was Miss Ruth Louisa MeCaddon. They 
were married at Zanésville, O., forty-four 
years ago. ( 

Lives to See Mansion Complete. 

About a year ago Bailey determined to 
erect a large mansion whefe he could store 
the collection of curios, brogzes, and paint- 
ings he had gathered in his travels about 
the world. He purchased twenty-eight acres 
of land in the Chester Hill section of Mount 
Vernon, on which he built a house costing 
$750,000. 

The place ie one of the largest in West- 
chester county, and Mr. Bailey had just 
succeeded in having it completed and fur- 
nished to suit his ideas when his death oc- 
curred.. The house contains objects of art 
from nearly every country in the world. 


Fatal Cold Caught at Work. 

Although Mr. Bailey was not in good 
health two weeks ago when the show came 
to New York, he took an active part in di- 
recting preparations in Madison Square 
garden. He worked with his coat off with 
the men, and it is believed he caught cold 
at that time. 

Regarding the future of the circus, Joseph 
T. MeCaddon said it would be continued 
without a change of policy. 

“Mr. Bailey, said he, made provision 
for this some time ago, as he wanted to be 
prepared in case of his death or any other 
emergency.“ 

Tonight messages of sympathy poured 
into the Bailey residence from all parts of 
the country and Europe.

TELLS A SENSATIONAL STORY 


Mrs. W. 0. Jutte, Widow of Wealthy 
Coal Operator, Witness iu Suit for 
Accounting of Transactions. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 11.-—-Mre. W. C. Jutte, 
widow of the wealthy coal operator, was a 
witness today in the suit brought against 
Frank N. Hoffstot and J. W. Friend for an 
accounting of business transactions with 
Jutte. Mrs. Jutte’s testimony was sense 
tional in the extreme, and at its conclusion 
she collapsed before she could pass from 
the courtroom. 

Several times during her testimony she 
hesitated some time to regain her self-con- 
trol before replying. Once when counsel 
asked what her husband sald to her the first 
time shé met him at Atlantic City, after his 
attempt to commit suicide Nov. 30, 1901, 
she refused to answer and the question was 
not pressed. 

Mrs. Jutte alleged that her husband was 
mentally incompetent to attend to business 
during the last few years of his life. Mrs. 
Jutte also told of precautions she felt com- 
pelled to take to guard ber life, fearing her 
husband. 

Mrs. Jutte told of her meeting F. N. Hoft- 
stot on the train going to Atlantic City the 
night in 1901 when Jutte first made the at- 
tempt on his life. She said Mr. Hoffstot 
suggested that in view of his health it would 
be wise for him to sign A power of attorney 
to A. 8. Guffey. Jutte signed the paper, 
Mrs. Jutte said, without reading it or its 
being read to him. Mrs. Jutte says she re- 
membered signing another paper that night 
at the request of Mr. Hoffstot, the contents 
of which she did not then know and of which 
she is stilt in ignorance.

Net Only Are Rates Made for All by 
“Association” but Tonnage Is A 
portioned Among Members — In- 
stance Shown Where Proposed Cut 
by Twe Companies Was Voted 


Down by Board—<Another Case t 


Boosting. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 11.—That rates are 
fixed by the traffic associations, composed 
of the various coal carrying railroads, was 
the admission drawn today from railroad of- 
ficials at the final hearing of the interstate 
commerce commission's investigation into 
the alleged abuses of the coal trade. 

Through Joseph G. Searles, coal traffic 
manager of the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany, who also is chairman of the All Rail 
Traffic association, it was learned that this 
organization not only fixes the percentage 
of tonnage allotted to each railroad, but 
algo establishes the rates. 

The records showed that a resolution of- 
fered by the Norfolk and Western company 
permitting that company and the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio railroad to carry tidewater 
coal at the rate of $1.25 a ton was voted 
down and that the rate was fixed at $1.40 a 
ton on Mr. Searles’ resolution. 

It was shown by the records of the Trat - 
fic association that in 1888 the rate on 
soft coal to New York. and New England 

oints was $1.55 except to the Boston and 
r connection, which had a $1.45 rate. 
In 1900 these rates were raised to $1.85 and 
$1.75 respectively. Since then there has 
been no change. Mr., Searles denied also 
that the purpose of these rates was to stop 
competition.

MR. FISHER’S NEW JOB. 

Mr. Walter L. Fisher has followed the 
example of Mr. John M. Harlan and be- 
come an emeritus reformer. He has, like 
Mr. Harlan, given up altruism for official- 
ism with a good salary attached. Mr. 
Harlan has one with a salary four times 
that of a Cook county judge, if the act. 
fixing it at $10,000 is held valid. Mr. 


Fisher has become the special traction 


counsel of the city with a salary equal to 
that of the mayor who appointed him, or 
of a $10,000 judge. 

Manifestly, if it shall become the popu- 
lar impression that reforming or uplifting 
is an occupation which is taken up with 
an eye to securing employment in a pro- 
fessional capacity at a high rate of pay, 
suspicion will be excited as to the disin- 
terestedness of reform movements. There 
can be no question that the Municipal 
Voters’ league has suffered in public esti- 
mation owing to the personal activities of 
Mr. Fisher. It will suffer more if it shall 
be suspected that the officers of the league 
are seeking preferment for themselves. It 
never was the understanding of the per- 
sons who contributed to the support of the 
league, or were originally active in its 
management, that it should be used ‘o 
promote the interests of any one con- 
nected with it. 

The feature of the program of the 
league which was most distinctly outlined, 
and on which the most stress was laid, 
was that it should be strictly nonpartisan 
and should have no defined economic pol- 
icy, except so far as that might be in- 
volved in the question of the personal in- 
segrity and capacity of the members of 
the council. Originally the league was in- 
tended to secure as far as possible the ex- 
clusion of boodlers from the council and 
the election of honest men in their places. 
Of late years it has gone far beyond that 
purpose. Now it seeks to control the or- 
ganization of the council in the interest of 
municipal ownership. Surely that was 
not a part of the original program of the 
league, nor were a majority of its sup- 
porters in sympathy with that policy. 
Unless the league can be divorced from 
the suspicion of partisan politics, and un- 
less it shall disavow sympathy with any 
particular economic policy, its usefulness 
will be at an end. 

Manifestly it cannot be acquitted of 
partisanship in the late campaign. when 
its president accepts office under a mayor 
who is distinguished for his violent parti- 
sanship. It was not enough for Mr. 
Fisher to resign on the day of the elec- 
tion, If he intended to accept office under 
Mayor Dunne it would have been much 
better, for him to resign before the cam- 
paign began. 

He remained in office long enough to 
direct the campaign and to assist with his 
personality some candidates for aldermen 
and to assail others. He gave the weight 
of the approval of the league, whatever 
it might be, to support the candidacy of 
aldermen, some of whom might not have 
been elected without it, but who wonld 
not have received it if any person other 
than Mr. Fis' er had been president of the 
league. 

Having done as much ‘as he could to se- 
cure the election of a council favorable to 

is own views, and.to insure the organi- 
zation of that council in a manner that 
would meet with his approval and that 
of the mayor, Mr. Fisher quietly retired 
from the arena of nonpartisan politics and 
came *forward as the avowed supporter of 
Mayor Dunne and his municipal owner- 
ship theories. 

It is not harsh or unkind to say that 
Mr. Fisher’s conduct has been indiscreet. 
To say that it has been injurious to the 
Municipal Voters’ league is to. put the 
matter mildly. The league has sensibly 
gone back in public favor and has for- 
feited the confidence of many men in this 
community whose good opinion was well 
worth having. 

The uplifting period of Mr. Fisher's 
career is happily over. It remains to be 
seen whether he will be so successful as 
special traction counsel as he has been zs 
reformer. In his new place he will have 
to stand or fall on his merits as a lawyer. 
He will have no organization behind him 
to help him along. He will have to deal 
with judges who. cannot be coerced so eas- 
ily as timid aldermanic candidates. Now, 
indeed, is he to be put to the test. His 
law must please Mayor Dunne, but that 
kind of law may not always please the 
courts.

most as much time in prayer. The petition 
which one clergyman made at the ordination 
of a brother who was not gifted with the 
power of praying long or specially well, that 
„God would open this dumb dog’s mouth,“ 
was no doubt a sincere expression of desire. 

In those days the religious exercis®s of the 
Sabbath afforded the only means of intel- 
lectual stimulus. The difficulties of the 
cloth in this present day of magazines, news- 
papers, theaters, lectures, and other meth- 
ods of instruction must be notable when a 
minister has to make some suggestions to 
the laity in the direction of advice as to mak- 
ing the sermons seem shorter. In the light 
of the past these suggestions do not appear 
specially reassuring to those who are trou- 
bled about the empty pews or the length of 
the services. 

Have the church well ventilated is all 
right from the modern point of view, per- 
haps, but the olden time church wags all 
ventilation. Renovate the pew eushions 
once in three years is a modernism like- 
wise, for the old time church had only hard 
benches. So, too, the suggestion that the 
hearer should not stay out too late on Satur- 
day night never used to be necessary when 
the Sabbath began at sunset of Saturday. 
And the advice to make the Sunday after- 
noon engagements for an hour later shows 
the degeneration since the time when the 
afternoon and the forenoon alike were given 
over to the public worship. 

At the same time the hard worked clergy 
who are forced to combat all the modern 
means of enlightenment and have the prob- 
lem each week of presenting to an audienfe 
some message of interest and instruction 
will have sincere sympathy when they turn 
to make some stiggestions to their flocks, 
after bearing quietly the criticisms about 
the long sermons. Even the seven reasons 
given by Dean Dewitt will not stop the 
unfriendly criticism, although they may |

much solid merit, and. still retains its j 


value, although modern science has gone 
beyond it. These four things are ele 
ments, if not in the ancient sense, at least 
in the sense that without their kindly ‘aid 
or forbearance existence is impossible. At 
Naples all four elements. threaten destruc- 
tion. Death will come, if at all, from: one 
or another of them. 

Fire is the most spectacular of the 4 
ments. The red glare Upon the clouds 
above Vesuvius and the whips of flame 
that lash out into the darkness are more 
terrifying symbols of the voléano’s. power 
than the other accompaniments of the 
eruption. Yet, except in the sense that’ 
fire is the first cause of all the trouble, 
this is the least dangerous of the elements 
in direct effect. No one need go within 
reach of the flames who does not wish to, 
and the rivers of liquid fire move slowly 
enough for every human being to escape, 
though the property loss may be enor- 
mous. These streams of lava belong as 
much to the earth element as to the fire 
element. More destructive than the single 
element fire found in the flames, they are 
less destructive than the single element 
earth found in the showers of ashes ane 
of sand. 

The peril is great from these latter. 
Roofs have been crushed beneath the 
weight of ashes. Sand, heavier than 
ashes, more earthy, is still more to be 
areaded. A steady fall of sand for sev- 
eral hours will bury a city beyond hope of 
escape. Yet even 1 0 there is a chanee 
ef escape for gene ho take warning in 
time. : 

The earth 3 cannot bring destruc- 
tion without the aid of the moving air. 
The salvation of Naples depends upon the 
wind. If the wind blows steadily to the 
southeast, as it did in A. D. 79, Pompeil 
will be buried again but Naples will be 
unharmed. If the wind changes and 
blows forcibly for a day toward Naples 
there will be inevitable crushing of build- 
ings under the material carried by the air 
or perhaps, as at St. Pierre, sudden suf - 
focation by noxious gases. 

But of all four elements the most de- 
structive is water. A tidal wave comes 
without warning and with frresistible 
might. No one can, avoid it who is within 
reach of the shore when the wave comes 
in. It travels too fast and too furiously 
for one to turn and run. It may bring de- 
struction many miles from the mountain, 
where the influence of the three other. 
elements cannot be felt. Other dangers 
ean be foreseen, and if there are victims 
it is because hope has been stronger than» 
terror. But the wisest man cannot tell 
whether a tidal wave will come or not. 
The only surety lies in a flight to the hills. 

When the eruption is over the money 
loss will have been great. Square miles 
of farming land will have been covered 
with sand and ashes or lava. Houses will 
have been destroyed or left useless. Com- 
merce will be disorganized and a number 
of helpless refugees thrown upon the char- 
ity of the more fortunate. Out of all this 
Naples will emerge strong and energetic 

unless the sea should rise.

Then, while one dignitary holds 
a golden dish beneath the old man’s feet, the 
emperor some scented rose water over 
them, slightly touching them with a damask 
cloth, which is handed to him for the purpose 
by one of the cardinals or bishops in at- 
tendance. 

The old men are then treated toa bountiful 
repast, being waited on at table by the em- 
peror and by his archdukes, and are finally 
sent back to their homes, each in a court 
carriage, with a huge basket of provisions 
and wines ahd with a couple of gold pieces 
by way of an Easter gift. 

During the earlier years of her mar- 
riage the late empress of Austria was 
wont to go through the same perform- 
ance with twelve old women. But be- 
fore long she declined to have anything 
more to do with the matter, on the ground 
that the ceremony had become to such an 
extent a mere court function that in her eyes 
it semed a mockery of religion. 

Today. his most Catholic Majesty King 
Alfonso XIII. will be called on to wash the 
feet of 5 old men at Madrid, and next 
year Princes’ Ena of Battenberg, as queen 
of Spain, will wash the feet of twelve old 
women. 

Pous X. also will go through the ceremony 
today, although in the closing years of the 
life of his predecessor, Pope Leo XIII. Vicar 
General Cardinal Parocchi did the washing 
of the feet In his stead.

It is not often that parllament in Great 
Britain is called upon nowadays to dissolve 
a marrlage, and the Beaumont-Wallis case, 
which has recently been engaging the atten- 
tion of the house of lords at Westminster, 
has served to recall the fact that Ireland is 
one of the few countries in Europe the courts 
of which do not grant divorces—a reli¢e of the 
times when all Ireland was Catholic. The 
Irish tribunals, like those of Italy, will grant 
a judicial separation, but no more, and if an 
Irishman—that is to say, a citizen who has 
his legal domicile in Ireland—wishes to get 
a divorce, the only manner by which he can 
do so is the terribly costly and lengthy 
process of having a bill passed through par- 
liament dissolving the union. 

Of course only rich people can afford tuls 
procedure of special parliamentary legisia- 
tion in order to rid themselves of matrimonial 
bonds that have become obnoxious. But itis 
a drawback confined to the kingdom of Tre- 
land, to which until now not even the most 
ardent nationalists and home rulers have 
taken exception. The only other instance 
of legislative divorce that IE can recall in re- 
cent years besides that of Beaumont-Wallis 
of Drishane castle, County Cork, is the case 
of Sir Robert McConnell, who received his 
baronetcy while mayor of Belfast.

Duke Constantine of Oldenburg, whose 
death has just taken place in the south of 


France, was a member of the Russian branch 


of his house. Having contracted a mor- 
ganatic marriage with an exceedingly lovely 
j girl of the name of Agrippine Dipardze of 
Abbastuman, he settled down near there in 
one of the most picturesque regions of the 
Caucasus, and bought a large estate, on 
which he lived harpily fora number of years. 
He was the intimate friend of the present 
emperor's second brother, the late Czaro- 
vitch George, and when the latter became so 
m with consumption that he was unable to 
‘reside any longer at St. Petersburg he es- 
tablished himself at Abbastuman, where 
most of his remaining days were spent with 
Duke.Constantine. 

The latter was a jovial and sunny tem- 
pered man of about 56, and it was owing to 
the affection.and care which he bestowed on 

the dying Prince George that the present 
emperor and the widowed empress induced 
him afterward to resume his place at the 
court. of St. Petersburg, to which he had 
been a stranger since his marriage. His 
wife was created a countess of Zarnekau, 
and he has several children by her. 

Life at St. Petersburg, however, led him 
into all sorts of extravagances, especially in 
connection with cards, and not long ago he 
became financially involved to such an ex- 
tent that the control of his property was 
vested in the hands of trustees for his own 
benefit and that of his children. Like the 
other members of his house he claimed 
descent from Wittekind, the principal ad- 
versary of Charlemagne, and was in the line 
of succession to the throne of Oldenburg. 
His nephew. Duke Peter, is married to 
Grand Duchess Olga, the youngest sister of 
the present czar.

While clubs were known in anefent Rome, 
the sapere of the social clubs of modern 
r e we know them today, was un- 

tedly the club founded in London by Sir 
Walter Raleigh in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, and which met at the Mermaid tavern 
in Bread street. White's was the first Lon- 
don club to have a clubhouse of its own in 
1700. It would be interesting to ascertain 
the name and history of the ploneer club in 
this country. 

Although the political texture of the pres- 
ent Italian parliament is supposed to be

The duke, who commands the military dis- 
trict in Naples, was accompanied to tne 
ehurch by his beautiful and exceedingly de- 
yout wife, who was formerly Princess 
Heleme of Orleans. Their presence at the 
ceremony created a great sensation, it being 
the first occasion of the attendance of mem- 
bers of the reigning house since the downfall

tury ago. The duke of Aosta stands next to 
King Victor Emmanuel’s baby boy in the 
line of succession to the throne,

As 
Carmen tells Dolores in thé second act, to 
steal was the first thing taught her, she 
‘earned 40 to lle the moment she began to talk, 
and she was led to think that appetites were 
had only to be satisfied. She is honest 
in so far as speaking her mind ts concerned. 
If asked for the truth as to her own feel- 
ings she does not hesitate to give answer, 
and that answer usually is honest, She 
loves intensely and she hates inteneely. 
She loves sunshine, and laughter, and com- 
fort, and pretty things. Money is valuable 
to her because it is the means by which 
that which she likes is obtained, but she 
gives as freely as she accepts. Honor, con- 
science, morality, duty—these are nothing 
to her, or, if they are, they are unpleasant 
and therefore to be avoided. She is a fatal- 
ist and like a true fatalist is not afraid. 
She is as sincere r she bids Don José 
return with Dolores and forget the days 
he has spent with her and her comrades as 
ape is when she tells of her love and 

coaxes him to become a smuggler. She 
oftentimes is heartless, ne yet hers is a 
nature filled to the brim with the capability 
for passionate loving. It is a nature not 
pleasant or admirable, and yet it is not 
without its elements of strong appeal to the 
onlooker’s sympathies. 

Miss Nethersole clearly has analyzed the 
gypsy’s character carefully and has builded 
up a portrayal which is remarkably complete, 
interesting, and convincing. She employs a 
wide range of light and shade, and so admir- 
ably does she modulate her voice, so clearly 
express every passing mood, so vividly pic- 
ture all the graces, wiles, and coquetries of 
this handsome®wanton, that Carmen seems 
to live and move before you. She glosses over 
none of the shortcomings in the gypsy’s na- 
ture, But yet she portrays her so consistently 
that a certain admiration for a creature who 
loves .light, and happiness, and comfort, as 
does she cannot but be felt. It is a rarely et - 
fective and rounded portrayal, and shows 
more advantageously the dramatic talents 
Miss Nethersole possesses than any role in 
which she has appeared here this season. 

— 

The production is a highly commendable 
one, being of marked beauty and showing 
care and thought in preparation and in pre- 
sentation. The stage management is capital, 
the scene in the Patio of Lillas Pastia’s in the 
second act and that of the quarrel in the third 
being especially well handled. Mr, Revelle 
is a Don José who has more of virility than 
usually is shown by the players of that un- 
fortunate soldier. He makes both credible 
and appealing the mental struggle through 
which José passes, and shows plainly the 
weakening the man’s moral nature undergoes 
as Carmen's spell masters him more and 
more fully. The lovemaking in both the 
first and the second scenes in the secondact 
were unusually well done, and the climax 
of the third act, was effectively played. Mr. 
Quartermaine.made a handsome and capable 
Manuel, Mr. Carter was a satisffctory 
toreador, and Miss Ivan played Dolores with 
good understanding. This afternoon and

Elmendorf Lecture. 

Last evening in 
Elmendorf gave the second lecture in the 
series of five he is offering here on consecu- 
tive Wednesday evenings. His subject was 
Egypt,“ and described a journey from Port 
Said to Cairo and as far up the Nile as 
Memphis and the pyramids. 

Mr. Elmendorf, whom I heard last evening 
for the first ume, is an entertaining talker. 
He is enthusiastic, he speaks easily and 
smoothly, he has an agreeable voice, which is 
strong enough and well schooled enough to 
be clearly audible in every part of Orchestra 
hall, and he has observed so keenly and has 
chogen with such good understanding of 
what is interesting to a mixed audience that 
his lecture last night proved enjoyable be- 
yond the usual of such entertainments. The 
illustrations he uses are numerous and are 
of great beauty. The coloring has been done 
with the evident desire to secure accuracy 
rather than mere pictorial effectiveness, and 
the result, while it may be less striking, is 
none the less attractive and impresses as 
more nearly genuine. The temples and 
buildings of old Egypt were placed with un- 
usual vividness before the audience last 
night, and the barrenness of the sandy 
stretches, the vast reaches of the desert, the 
picturesequeness of the life in Cairo and along 
the Nile, and the various peoples and their 
customs in this strange land were intérest- 
ingly shown. The motion pictures were as a 
rule less satisfactory than those to which 
we have been accustomed in such lectures, 
but such gems of exquisite coloring as the 
restored hypostyle of the temple at Karnak 
or the sunset on the desert will remain long 
in memory as of exceptional artistic beauty.

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ROMAN CHARIOT IN THE VATICAN AT ROME. 


Naples, in spite of her clear sunshine and 


her beauty, impressed us as a quarrelsome, a 


restiess city. The dominant mood of Rome 
we find to be a happier one. There is a 
pleasant suavity about the manners of the 
people; whomsoever you address smiles in re- 
plying. The atmosphere of the whole place 
is cheerful, and even the noises of the nar- 
row streets, the puffing_rush of automobiles 
in the wider ones, the nervous haste of hurry- 
ing tourists do not destroy its harm of 
bright serenity. 

First we pass the handsome post and tel- 
egraph office which was formerly part of the 
old monastery of San Silvestro in Capite. 
A moment later we enter the Corso Umberto 
Primo, which, originally a beginning of the 
old Flaminian highway, gained its later 
name of Corso,“ when the races of carnival 
came into vogue, and it was used as a race 
course for the maddened horses which were 
turned loose and spurred down its length 
by sharp pointed metal balls that swung 
loosely on their backs. 

We cross the Piazza Colonna, eying with 
casual interest the column of Marcus Au- 
relius planted here; and, reaching by a side 
street the Piazzo di Monti Citorio, pass 
before the spacious house of deputies, for- 
merly a palace, then a papal tribunal, bu“ 
since 1871 dedicated to the use of the Italian 
parliament. A couple more corners, and we 


enter the busy piazza of the Pantheon, Where 


we find country people gathered, selling and 
buying, and gossiping together in little 


groups. | 
— 


These people in the street are, indeed, so 
interesting that we almost forget to look at 
the big round building just beyond the foun- 
tain of the broken obelisk. After all, the 
people are the new sight to us. The Pan- 
theon we know already from photographs 
and etchings, but the people there are part 
of living Rome, that Rome which most of 
all we care to see. 

The peasant women have fine jewelry 
on, heavy gold earrings, wide collars of 
gold, and coral that show the wear of many 
generations. Long pins with arrow ends 
are stuck through the heavy, shining coils 
of their dark hair; and there is a southern 
brightness about their dress that makes 
us catch our breath over the recollection 
that Rome lies on exactly the same latitude 
that Chicago does, At home we are wont 
to identify ourselves as northerners and 
try to dress with an appropriate sobriety; 
but here in Italy we find we're in the south, 


where color is rampant and southern taste 


prevails.

We'll step inside the Pantheon an instant. 
Now is our chance, for the doors are closed 
at midday, Beneath the imitation vault of 
heaven which spans the space within we 
feel a hush come over us. The sweep of the 
place, the freedom of the circle of this dome 
impresses us with its solemnity; so also the 
wide open eye above that looks up to the sky 
inquiringly, as if the sight of the temple was 
searching the breadth of heaven for the truth. 
We refuse to believe that there was once a 
stopper in this aperture, the great bronze 
pine cone which today is in a garden of the 
vatican. As it now is, we are convinced, so 
has it always been. 

Not faraway is the large Piazza Navone, on 
the exact site of Domitian’s racecourse. 
There is a funny story about Bernini's foun- 
tain here, which faces the big church of 
Saint Agnes; the people of the neighborhood 
declare that the figure of the River Nile upon 
it is veiling ite face so that it need not look 
upon the hideous facade before it. Formerly 
there were races in this square and public 
games; but now there is but one festivity of 
the year, the great night fair of the Epiphany, 
when it is lined with booths, and parents 
from all quarters of the city come with their 
children to make merry and blow horns, 
whistles, and those little earthen pipes of 
grotesque shape which one can buy at any 
time in the market for a soldo.

Washington, D. C Apr April 11.—The postoffice 
appropriation bill, which has been the ve- 
hicle for ten days’ general debate on a mul- 
titude of. subjects finally was taken up for 
amendment and passage today.

The watch trust had further mumination 
through a speech by Mr. Tirrell (Mass.), 
who, in answering the address of Mr. Rainey 
(TlL.), told how manufacturers were ccm- 
pelled to send their surplus output abroad 
or be compelled to shut down their fac- 
tories. He a@mitted that the Waltham com- 
pany in order to compete with the Swise 
watch manufacturers and cheap labor of 
Europe was compelled to sell abroad cheaper 
than at home. 

Mr. Williams, the minority leader, said that 
Mr. Tirrell’s speech was most important be- 
cause it had confessed that the surplus prod- 
ucts of factories were sold abroad at prices 
less than sold here.
